Th9 
work v. as done by the salesman afte* 
the buyer has srltcted, according to his 
re<iuiivnu-nis, heavy or light, thick or 
thin. Men's sizes were very heavy, the 
sok-s bc-ins? frequently from one-fourth 
to a half inch in thickness. They were 
tied in pairs and stuffed with straw or 
hay to keep them in shape for shipment. 
A lady's foot, incased in such a huge, ill 
shaped mass of iudia rubber gum. weigh- 
ing at least a pmtud, presented a clumsy 
appearance, indeed, particularly whea 
compared with the light and truly ar- 
tistic appearance of the present styles. 


The first attempt at making overshoes 


of india rubber did not prove a success, a 
large amount of capital being sunk in the 
experiment, as well as all the unsold 
stock. 
They answered the purpose in 


cold weather, but would not stand the 
heat, inciting into a disgusting mass. 


Experiments to remedy this difficulty 


resulted in reaching the opposite ex- 
treme, the cold weather freezing them 
brittle, so they could not be drawn over 
trie shoe until they were thoroughly 
warmed, and this obstacle to success was 
not overcome until Charles Goodyear 
discovered his process of vulcanizing rub- 
ber. 
which has rendered bis name im- 


mortal. 


Uapidly following this era of improve- 


ments, the india rubber shoe began to 
assume beauty of proportions and prac- 
tical utility.— St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

Hodebaugii's advent t«j the circle of fa- 
uious western characters was unherald- 
ed, but In nowise larking in brilliaucy. It 
was at Oix-at Bend. Kaii., iu the early 
seventies, that <.ne l-'rauk Whitlield, who 
by reason of his former habitation was 
known as Texas Frank, was one day 
amusing himself by shooting up the towu. 
His crowning feat of deviltry was to 
cause the bartender of the Koine saloou 
to kueel with u full glass of beer upou 
his head and to shatter the glass with a 
bullet from his revolver, lired from the 
opposite side of the room. Much amused 
at the- beer bespattered bartender, Frank 
proceeded to execute a dance of approv- 
al. 
He was recalled to the barer sur- 


roundiugs by the sharp command: 


*'I>rop it. parduer, flnd shove up yer 


hands. 
1'vi,- got >x- covered." 


Frank turned to look into the muzzle 


of a six shooter iu the hand of a little 
red headed mau with a thin, red beard. 
Frank's hauds weut up very high, aud 
the strange man ordeied him to kneel 
with his face to the wall, which order 
v.'as obeyed, and, following the red head- 
ed man's direction?, the barkeeper placed 
a glass of beer upon his head. 
The 


strange man then stepped against the 
wall opposite aud, with a shot from his 
revolver, smashed the glass in the same 
manner that his victim had done so re- 
cently for the barkeeper. 
After doing 


this the stranger backed out of the sa- 
loon, mounted his pony, which had been 
left standing iu front, aud rode leisurely 
out of the town. 


No one could he found who knew him, 


and he was not seen again for some time. 
Hia next appearance wns In the thick of 
a street and saloou fijjht, in which he 
contributed two men to Great Bend's 
boot hill. His appearance and departure 
were us mysterious as the iirst, and he 
was dubbed ''The Mystery." 


Not long after the incident last related 


he killed a faro dealer, -whose gun caught 
in the scabbard, and was arrested.

the biggest stationery concurns in the 
country," said ;i clerk of that departmeut 
to ^ Star reporter. "We have to do that 
to supply the various officials of the de- 
partment throughout the country. 
Xot 


many years ago our stationery bureau 
was used solely for the benefit of this 
immediate department. Judges, clerks of 
courts, 
marshals 
and 
other 
officials 


throughout the country purchased their 
supplies from stores in their cities aud 
towns and sent us the account to pay. 
By this method we paid the retail price 
for everything. 
We found this would 


not do, us the highest prices were paid 
for everything. "Under our present sys- 
tem every official of the government com- 
ing under our department makes requisi- 
tion ou us for supplies, and we semi them 
at little cost, most of the time by mail. 
As we buy everything at cost prices we 
save to the government thousands of dol- 
lars each year over the old method of do- 
lug business. 


"We carry a stock worth at least 


$6,000 at all times, and all the judges, 
marshals, clerks and others send to i:s 
for their pencils!, writing paper, etc. It's 
funny, too, what strange fancies some of 
them have. For instance, there is a cer- 
tain western judge who won't hu\e- any- 
thing el^e but a rod pencil which is peel- 
ed off when it is sharpened. We carry 
this pencil in block for no other person, 
as not many others have ever taken a 
fancy to it. I suppose ho loses or mis- 
places nil tho other kinds of pencils, but 
finds this one to his liking because he can 
easily see it. Right here in the District 
ot Columbia is ;i judge, who listens to ar- 
guments with six pencils in his hands. 
He rolls these between his ringers while 
he is busy, ami never has less than a 
half do/.en. He is not particular about 
tin; kind of pencil hu has. Other officials 
have peculiar ideas about the kinds of 
paper, pens and ink they want, and tl-"j 
will luivi! no other. Thus, yon see, we 
carry a more varied assortment of goods 
than a stutiouory store."—Washington 
Star.
